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The Story of The Newfoundland- Wayzata 
$1 Air Mail Stamp 


HIS is the strange yet true story 
of a stamp. Brilliantly con- 
ceived, laboriously brought into 
being, its history troubled since 
birth, it is literally a stamp 

without a country; a stamp legally 
authorized by a Dominion of the 
British Empire, legally engraved and 
printed in the United States of Amer- 
ica, legally purchased and sold in the 
United States under a legal contract 
with the Newfoundland government, 
yet never legally sold by the New- 
foundland Government in Newfound- 
land. It is a strange, fantastic tale; 
another of those times when truth 
literally is stranger than fiction. 
First, a word about your tale teller. 
I first became interested in stamps 
when about eight years old and for 
several years conducted a small busi- 
ness among the other youngsters in 
the neighborhood. During high school 
and college days philately was tem- 
porarily forgotten but broke out again 
with a startlingly high fever during 
the days of the American Philatelic 
Society convention in Minneapolis in 
1929. Handling publicity for that 
show I delved into the history and 
romance of philately and really de- 
veloped a bad “case.” One of my spe- 
cialities in rejuvenated days was New- 
foundland and its postal issues. 
One fine day early in 1931 I received 
a phone call from an individual who 
spoke with a pronounced British ac- 
cent. He asked for an appointment, 
which was granted. I met a red 
headed, homely, loose-knit individual 
who introduced himself as Captain 
Patrick T. McCarty, late of the Royal 
Flying Corps, British Army; born an 
Australian, a British subject, and I 
later learned, in the United States 
without benefit of passport or other 
evidence of legal entry. At the same 
time I met Mrs. McCarty, a slender,

attractive brunette, possessor of a 
rich pure contralto voice, a former 
actress. 

The subject of a Trans-Atlantic sea- 
plane flight carrying passengers and 
mail was broached, and I was offered 
the opportunity of taking charge of 
the philatelic end. After explaining 
that I would and could make no finan- 
cial contribution—which statement, I 
now remember, brought a sigh of dis- 
appointment from my host—the offer 
was accepted subject to the investi- 
gation of references. These were ac- 
cordingly given, written, and in every 
case brought favorable recommenda- 
tion. 

For the next several months there 
were numerous conferences, ideas, 
suggestions, rejections of different 
methods of carrying into effect the 
basic idea, to make the first com- 
mercial passenger and mail flight 
across the Atlantic, and incidentally, 
some money for ourselves. ‘ 

One of these day dreams was in- 
spired by the prominence at that time 
of the Auto-Giro. A local concern, 
opening a new factory in Poland, sug- 
gested that a large Giro be obtained 
to make a flight from Minneapolis to 
Poland via Alaska, the Aelutian is- 
lands, and Russia. Many an evening 
was spent studying the maps of Alas- 
ka, Russia and the Pacific Ocean, but 
all for naught. The concern was 
forced into receivership and we had 
to look elsewhere. 

During the late summer of 1931 
McCarty was in Southwestern United 
States and, according to wires re- 
ceived here, met Capt. Alton B. Par- 
ker, a former member of the first 
Byrd expedition who, like many oth- 
ers, was looking for a way to make 
some money. For awhile the idea of 
making the flight using a Douglass 
amphibian with Parker at the con- 





trols was played with but nothing 
ever came of it. 

Bernt Balchen visited Minneapolis 
on one of his lecture tours during the 
winter of 1931-32. Being of Scandi- 
navian descent he was right at home 
in Minnesota and stayed here for 
some time. McCarty, in constant 
touch with him, finally announced to 
us that Balchen was willing to act as 
chief pilot on the proposed flight, and 
that, if we could arrange finances, 
would make the flight in a new 
Sikorsky S-40 (Clipper ship type) 
that was then building at the Sikorsky 
plant in the East. I have in my files 
an original telegram from Mr. Bal- 
chen confirming the announcement 
that he would act as pilot on the 
flight. 

Here, at last, was something def- 
inite. McCarty went East early in 
the year and claimed to have com- 
pleted arrangements with Messers. 
Sikorsky and Neilson of the Sikorsky 
Company for the purchase of the big 
ship. This meant that Pan-American 
Airways, for whom the ship was being 
built, had to release their claim to it. 
Promise of this was obtained, accord- 
ing to McCarty, from Pan-American 
officials. Telephone conversation with 
Neilson of the Sikorsky Company 
confirmed this arrangement. 

Now for financing the trip. Back to 
Minneapolis came McCarty. 

Of course we expected our biggest 
returns to come from carrying mail. 
Details of the stamp and stamp issue 
had largely been left to me. Two pos- 
sibilities were considered; first, limit- 
ing the issue and making the rate 
high, $5 or $10 for a letter; or, sec- 
ond, printing stamps enough to go 
around to everyone at a rate of about 
$1.00 for a letter. We finally decided 
on the latter so as to give every col- 
lector who wanted a letter on the 
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flight a chance at a reasonable price. 
This meant selling a lot of Stamps 
because the trip was going to’ cost a 
lot of money, but we thought this pos- 
sible.

Here was a paper profit of $57,- 
500.00. And besides we had an ar- 
rangement whereby the ship was sold 
for $100,000.00 as soon as she landed 
safely in London. Looks pretty nice 
on paper, doesn’t it? Many was the 
pleasant evening spent chasing rain- 
bows with that money! 

Lake Minnetonka is a_ beautiful 
large body of water within 30 minutes 
of Minneapolis by auto, with plenty 
of deep and open stretches of water 
to land and take-off the large Sikor- 
sky. At Wayzata on the north shore 
is located the Minnetonka Boat 
Works, a by-product of those hectic 
days of 1929 when mergers without 
thought of how the mergee could 
make even overhead were daily occur- 
rences. Here was a beautiful modern 
plant, with all base facilities for a 
flight such as we proposed. Here also 
were rich stockholders, even though 
the Boat Works corporation itself was 
badly bent financially. It looked like 
a “natural.” After several weeks in-

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ber of the Board, preferring to work 
for the corporation. 

The new corporation, as one of its 
first acts, signed an agreement with 
the Minnetonka Boat Works, received 
the financial help promised, and sent 
most of it East to McCarty. This was 
used to dispatch Richard E. Parkes, a 
confidential agent of Geo. Palmer Put- 
nam, aviation enthusiast, attorney, 
book publisher, to Newfoundland as 
agent for Aerial World Tours to com- 
plete arrangements for the issuance 
of the (as later events proved) orphan 
stamp that was to startle the phila- 
telic world in the late summer of 1932. 

Parkes had with him a photostatic 
copy of a sketch of a proposed stamp, 
similar in most details with the stamp 
finally produced. This had been pre- 
pared at my direction by Charles Ray, 
a Minneapolis philatelist and artist. 
Putnam had another copy of this 
drawing. I have the original in my 
files. Arrangements had been made 
so Parkes and Putnam would com- 
municate in code, messages being re- 
layed to and from Minneapolis 
through Putnam’s New York office. 

Around the fourth of July Parkes 
had about finished his work in New- 
foundland. Part of his job had been 
to handle ground work and arrange- 
ments for the successful Trans-Atlan- 
tic solo flight of Amelia Earhart Put- 
nam. She carried a few covers on her 
flight, but they were purely a com- 
mercial proposition and, I thought, 
rather poorly handled to be of real 
collector interest. 

Meantime Aerial World Tours was 
again broke. So a further share of 
the profits was sold to “Cliff” Yerxa 
individually, and a fund was raised 
among the business men of Wayzata. 
This last fund was turned over to us 
with the agreement that it was to be 
returned unless we brought or caused 
to be brought to Wayzata a flying 
boat capable of making a Trans-At- 
lantic flight. In the latter case the 
cash was to be an outright gift. 
July 28, 1982 the Minneapolis Bu- 
reau of Engraving received the fol- 
lowing paid day letter via Postal Tele- 
graph:

At the same time a confirming tele- 
gram was received in code by the 
Northwestern National Bank from its 
correspondent bank, the Bank of 
Montreal, St. Johns, Newfoundland 
branch. Under the agreement stamps 
were to be released by the Bank to 
Aerial World Tours in lots of 25,000 
on the payment to the Bank of $5,- 
000.00 in Canadian funds for each lot. 
This meant about $4,250.00 in U. S. 
funds on account of the difference in 
exchange.

Perry Burke, proprietor of the 
George Washington Memorial Paper 
Company was to be arranged before 
the Grand Jury at Little Rock, Ark., 
on March 26th. Mr. George W. Linn, 
editor of Linn’s Weekly Stamp News 
had been summoned to appear for the 
Government in this case. Due to ill- 
ness of his wife he telegraphed asking 
to be excused and Assistant United 
States Attorney W. H. Gregory, 
granted the request but advised Mr. 
Linn to hold himself in readiness to 
testify at the trial if called later. 

This is the present standing in this 
case. We fail to see how anything can 
be done other than indict Burke, and 
if indicted we fail to see how he can 
hope to escape without a conviction 
for the evidence against him has been 
so strong.

In any event, the Farleysmellics, or 
what have you, are out—at least some 
of them—and stamp collectors have 
had their day.

Picture a man trying to 
make up a thousand sets of these as 
they curled this way and that as the 
gum contracted in a dry atmosphere. 


As long as the demand continues 
the printing presses will turn these 
out. It is useless, after past experi- 
ences, to believe that the good general 
would stop the presses while the dol- 
lars are still trickling in. The usual 
advice still holds: go easy unless you 
are sure you will not have to sell what 
you buy as an “investment” or at 
least ten years. And who is sure?

Dominican Republic Declared Values 
Stamps 


In the “World in Review” column 
of this issue, is chronicled a set of five 
stamps, which probably will be 
known as “Money Order” or “Postal 
Insurance” stamps. As these special 
stamps are required to be affixed to 
the envelopes, they no doubt will be 
listed in the standard catalogs, for to 
our minds they are of similar status 
as the Marine Insurance stamps of 
Netherlands. From our good friend, 
Santiago Porcella, of Cranford, N. J., 
we have received the following com- 
plete information concerning these 
stamps. 


First of all, the use of postal money 
orders was discontinued in the Domin- 
ican Republic, some years ago and to 
make matters worse, for several 
years, it was forbidden to send cur- 
rency by mail. In order to allow the 
transfer of money from one town to 
another there has been established the 
new system of “declared values.” 

By act of Congress, No. 776, dated 
November 13, 1934, the service was 
established authorizing the issuance 
of special envelopes with face value of 
13e, which includes the registry fee of 
10c and the ordinary postage fee up to 
15 grammes (% oz.). If the weight 
is in excess of this limit, additional 
regular postage must be added, ex- 
actly as in the case of any letter. The 
new service prescribes the use of 
these special envelopes and also pro- 
vides for certain insurance fees, to be 
paid according to the value declared, 
which fees are to be paid for By THE 
PURCHASE OF SPECIAL STAMPS. 
These special stamps are also to be 
affixed to the envelope. The act of 
Congress stipulates the maximum 
rates to be charged, leaving to Execu- 
tive Authority, the determination of 
the rates actually to be charged. The 
maximum rates are as follows: 


$ 1.00 to $ 10.00—12c fee 


10.01 to 25.00—20c fee 
25.01 to 50.00—40c fee 
50.01 to 75.00—60c fee 
75.01 to 100.00—80c fee

They also bear a registry 
number and also an insurance num- 
ber; have a place for the insertion of 
the values included, in coins and in 
bills, as well as a form for the post- 
master to fill out that he has seen the 
contents placed in the envelope. 

People in the United States espe- 
cially, might criticize this open ad- 
vertising of the contents of an en- 
velope, but we have been told by pos- 
tal employees, that very seldom if any 
times, are coins or bills sufficiently 
disguised as to not be detected by 
those through whose hands they pass 
en route.

Revision of the first day figures on 
the “Special Uncut Sheets” slants 
sharply upward. Covers mailed have 
reached the final total of 171,280, 
which is an almost unheard figure for 
an issue valuing over two or three 
cents. Sales to date of the ungummed 
stamps are well over $575,000. 

Uneasy rests the head that wears a 
crown, but how much uneasier rests 
the head of the chronic critic. Nothing 
ever is right, nothing pleases. The 
colors of the ungummed stamps have 
been made the subject of criticism, 
which is neither founded on facts nor 
of helpful trend. The visitors from 
out of town seemed to consider the 
colors of the new stamps entirely sat- 
isfactory, it took the little hometown 
group to pick them to pieces. It is not 
considered logical that the collectors 
over the country are going to burst 
into tears or tear their hair in rage 
over the subject of colors, which seem 
so eminently correct. But in case this 
little local disturbance should gather 
nation-wide momentum, it might be 
well to outline just what procedure 
takes place at the Bureau of Engrav- 
ing and Printing in a case like this. 

The printing order called for 5,000 
sheets of each of twenty different 
stamps. In the case of 10 of them, 
the National Parks series, the Bureau 
had just received a reprint order for 
some 3 or 4 million of each denomina- 
tion. Naturally, the vaults of the Bu- 
reau were supplied with this set of 


items, no additional printing was nec- ' 
essary to furnish the 5,000 uncut’ 


sheets. There were also ample re- 
serves of the souvenir panes in uncut, 
ungummed stock. In fact, only an 
obsolete item like the Byrd perforate, 
or a stamp long in use like the New- 
burgh, would be of so small a supply 
as to call for an entirely new printing. 
It is only logical therefore, that the 
Sureau would draw on reserve stock 
in so far as able to comply with the 
order for uncut sheets and the cut 
blocks of four. In other words, we 
understand that for 18 of these 


stamps we were furnished the same 


identical stocks as had been on sale in 
many cases for months, only this time 
in uncut form. 

In the case of the flat plate stamps, 
they frequently are stored before be- 
ing gummed and perforated, this 
process being carried on mostly on 
one machine. If this machine is in 
use for some other order, newly print- 
ed stock may be stored for some time 
before the gumming and perforating 
takes place. 

The question was put to one of the 
officials at the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, “What is the difference 
in shade and why?” and it was from 
the resultant conversation that we 
drew the above opinions. Detailed ex- 
planation in regard to the Newburgh 
stamp was given, with the assurance 
that the identical formula was used 
for the ink in this printing as in the 
first. However, it is well known that 
all colors fade over a given length of 
time, in the case of purple stamps the 
tendency is to fade toward red. Had 
the Newburgh stamp been planned to 
match the color of the first issue as it 
is now after the fading process has 
taken place, the new stamp would 
have faded to something entirely dif- 
ferent, thus creating a distinct color 
type. As it is, the color expert claims 
that within six months it will be prac- 
tically impossible to distinguish any 
color difference between the two print- 
ings of the Newburgh stamp. 

A new machine in use in the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
known at the present time as the 
“Electric Eye” has been passing 
through its experimental stage. In- 
vented and planned by one of the em- 





ployees to guide and insure perfect 
perforations, this revolutionary ma- 
chine is kept and used in a locked 
room. Stamps are being printed on 
it at the present time, and it is our 
understanding that the stamps are be- 
ing distributed widely. Plate num- 
bers of the stamps printed on this 
new set-up are 21149 and 21150. Both 
are for the 2c denomination, regular 
postage, series 1922, 400 subject 
curved plate. The experiment has 
been proving so successful that two 
more plates are to be used, the new 
numbers being 21367 and 21368, both 
of the same type as the first. Although 
little information about this new pro- 
cess is given out, we understand the 
plate numbers have been moved to a 
position different from the usual cor- 
ner place of the rotary press plates, 
the new position being approximately 
over the third stamp. On a full sheet 
of 400 there seems to be a line of 
dashes through the gutter, and if cut 
right they may be seen on a sheet of 
100. As yet the sheets have not been 
placed on sale at the Agency, although 
it is reported that they have been 
found in some of the larger cities.

a man in that capacity could head off 
and avoid most of the complaints that 
are caused by utter disregard and 
lack of knowledge of Philately and 
stamp collecting. ; 

We pointed out the necessity of 
matching colors with the sheets of 
favor stamps that were originally 
issued. 

We are told that in many instances 
the difference in color is such as to 
be almost a distinct color difference 
rather than a difference in shade. The 
3c Parks stamp is of an entirely dif- 
ferent purple than the originals. Other 
differences are so pronounced as to be 
distinctive and we even hear rumors 
that the differences are so pronounced 
that Scott will doubtless list the re- 
prints as separate items. 

If this is done, the issue of the 
Imperfs. will have been in vain, ex- 


lions of dollars. 

Naturally someone will be blamed 
for this after the storm breaks and 
collectors realize what the true situa- 
tion is. The logical scapegoat will 
doubtless be that good and kindly Di- 
rector of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing, Mr. Alvin W. Hall.

Mr. Hall has to our knowledge done 
more for stamp collectors and for 
Philately and doubtless has a better 
grasp and understanding of the Hob- 
by than any other of the men in the 
Department. Yet we believe that 
there is need of a man to act in an 
advisory capacity who is a real stamp 
man and who can be expected to fore- 
see the possibilities and the conse- 
querces in any situation such as the 
present. 

It has been called to our attention 
that the blocks and stamps being sold 
at the Agency, meaning those cut 
from the sheets, have been cut in piles 
of sheets on a paper cutter. If this 
statement is a fact and we have every 
reason to believe it is, then the mate- 
rial will be unsatisfactory to collectors 
who buy it. A letter from a corres- 
pondent in Washington states, “The 
blocks they are selling at the Agency 
are the worst butchered things I ever 
saw. Really when I saw some of them 
today I could hardly believe it, and 
this is what they are handing the pub- 
lic for their good money. Really it 
is a crime.”
